The proceedings were opened with prayer by the Rev. Dr. 
John P. Hyde, of Winchester, Va. 
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In eloquent terms, Mayor Wm. II. LaudeB welcomed tho 
Grand Camp to Staunton. 

Past-Commander J. N. Opie, of Stonewall Jackson Camp, 
delivered the address of welcome on behalf of his Camp. 

Commander Wm. Kean, of Louisa Co., on behalf of the 
Grand Camp, responded to the address of welcome made by 
the Mayor of Staunton. 

To the welcome of Stonewall Jackson Camp, Captain John 
Lamb responded. 

On motion of Col. Wm. A. Smoot, the reading of the 
Minutes of the last annual meeting was dispensed with, as they 
had already been printed, and they were adopted as printed. 

On motion of Comrade J. Taylor Stratton, a Committee on 
Credentials was appointed, consisting of the following: Judge 
John C. Ewell, D. A. Brown, Jr.; Dr. John Moyler, and 
Thomas W. Smith, on the part of the Veterans; and Joseph 
H. Shepherd, Jr., on the part of the Sons of Veterans. 

A telegram from the United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
in session at Woodstock, Va., was received, sending greetings. 

On motion of Col. T. C. Morton, the Grand Commander was 
directed to respond by telegram. 

Invitations were then read from Dr. B. Blackford to visit 
the Western State Hospital, and from the J. E. B. Stuart Chap- 
ter of the United Daughters of the Confederacy, at Staunton, 
Va., to a reception at the residence of Mrs. A. M. Henkel, 
which waB extended to the Sponsors and Maids of Honor. 

The Grand Camp then adjourned to meet at 5 o'clock P. M. 



Wednesday Afternoon Session, 5 o'clock P. M. 

The Grand Commander called the Grand Camp to order. 

Judge Ewell, chairman of the Committee on Credentials, 
made the following report: 

[See list of delegates following the list of officers present.] 

Comrade J. Taylor Stratton moved that the report of the 
Committee on Credentials be adopted, and referred back to the 
Committee for amendment, which was adopted. 
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The Report of the Grand Commander was then read, as 
follows : 

HEADQUARTERS GRAND CAMP, C. V., 
Department of Virginia, 

Petersburg, Va,, October 8, 1900. 
Comrades of the Grand Camp, C. V., of Va.: 

I tender you a most cordial greeting to this our 13th annual meeting, and 
congratulate you on the manifestly increased interest in our organization. Not- 
withstanding the fact that our ranks are fast growing thin, we have more 
interest evinced than at any time since our organization. Since our last annual 
meeting, which was held at Pulaski, Va., on the 11th, 12th and 13th of October, 
three new Camps have been added to our roster, viz.: " Goss-Grigsby " Camp, 
of Stony Point, Albemarle Co,, Va.; " Harman-Crockett-Stowers" Camp, of 
Bland, Va. ; and {( Harrison-Harwood " Camp, of Charles City Co., Va., making 
ninety-live Camps now under the jurisdiction of this Grand Camp, which is as 
follows; [The roster, a copy of which will be found in the lack of our pub- 
lished proceedings]. In addition to those already chartered, we have four other 
Camps now being organized, and I feel sure they will soon be added to our ros- 
ter. Our work has been directed not only to the forming of new Camps, but to 
inducing outside Camps to secure charters and unite with this Grand Camp, and 
in reviving and reanimating many old ones, which I am gratified to report are 
now in a flourishing condition. This is due greatly to the zeal and energetic 
work of our most efficient Inspector-General, Col. Morton, and his Assistant 
Inspectors General, and to Captain Thomas Ellett, Adjutant-General, who is ever 
prompt and efficient in the discharge of all duties pertaining to hie office. 

The amendment to the laws of the Grand Camp, made at its last annual 
meeting, allowing the Inspector General to appoint, on the recommendation of 
the Camps of each Congressional District, an assistant, has proved a wise and 
most helpful measure, as we cannot ask or expect the Inspector-General, in per- 
son, to visit all of the Camps in the State. Much good will be accomplished by 
frequent visits and talks to remind our Comrades of their obligations to pro- 
mote in every way the objects for which we were organized. The old soldier 
only needs to be reminded of his present duties to induce him to perform them 
as willingly and as faithfully as he discharged more onerous duties during the 
war. I would most earnestly urge that the Delegates from the Districts make 
their nominations while here of their Assistant Inspectors-General, in order 
that they can be appointed at once, and enter upon the discharge of their duties. 

PAYING ANNUAL DUES. 

I cannot too strongly urge the importance of the Camps promptly paying 
their dues and making their reports when called for. Without these the Grand 
Camp is in a measure powerless to exert fully the great force of its organization. 

CAMP CHARTERS. 

I can only repeat what my predecessors have said, and urge upon such Camps 
as have not already procured a Charter, the great importance of securing one 
both legally and as the means of creating greater interest in the Camp. 
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SONS OF VKT1CIIAN*. 

1 G&DDOl too Strongly urge, that each Camp in this Grand Camp, give renewed 
energy to the organization of Camps of Sons of Veterans. 

Had jtH the fket may be, we must realise that our ranks are fast thinning, and 
therefore it is necessary to take prompt action in organizing the Sons, on whose 
shoulders our mantle must soon fall. These have already shown by their ener- 
getic efforts and valuable service, in promoting every object for which our 
organization was formed, that we may with safety commit this sacred trust to 
their care. 

I have no recent list of the Camps already organized, and must refer you for 
that information to our Committee on Sons of Veterans 

PENSION LAW. 

To be convinced of the wisdom and justice of the law passed by our last 
Legislature, granting pensions to soldiers and the widows of soldiers of the 
Confederacy, one has only to visit the sessions of the Pension Boards and wit- 
ness the gathering there of these poor, old and decrepit soldiers, and the poor, 
feeble widows of Confederate soldiers, for the purpose of establishing their 
claims to a pension from the State which they had so heroically defended. The 
State of Virginia can have no more sacred obligation than the care of her 
indigent Confederate soldiers, and the helpless widows of Confederate soldiers, 
to the full extent ot her ability. 



DEATH OF PAST-GRAND COMMANDERS. 

It is with sorrow that I have to report the death, since our last annual meet* 
ing, of two of our Past-Grand Commanders. Past-Grand Commander John J. 
Williams died on the 15th of October, 1899 First-Lieut. Grand-Commander 
Maury, as chairman of a committee of five f representing the Grand Camp, 
attended the funeral ceremony, and, with fitting honors, paid the last tribute 
to our lamented comrade. Past-Grand Commander Thomas A. Brander died on 
the 28th of January, 1900. It way my sad privilege to attend his funeral, with 
other Grand Camp officers at the head of R. K. Lee and George E. Pickett 
Camps. The large attendance of old soldiers and citizens generally, evidenced 
the high esteem in which he was held by all. I would suggest that a commit- 
tee be appointed to draft suitable resolutions expressing our deep sorrow at this 
our irreparable loss, and that these resolutions be spread upon the Minutes of 
the Grand Camp. 

HISTORY COMMITTEE. 

It is my sad duty to announce to you the death of our most distinguished 
comrade, and the accomplished and zealous chairman of one of our most impor- 
tant committees — "The History Committee." Dr, Hunter McGuire was stricken 
down early in the year, and after a lingering illness, he has joined the hosts of 
heroes who have preceded him. His long illness and death have delayed, and 
to a large extent have embarrassed the action of that Committee in its work. 
Seeing the hopelessness of his recovery, his son, Dr. Stuart McGuire, realizing ™ 
the deep interest' taken in the work of preserving a true record of our history 
by Dr. Hunter McGuire, and in order to prevent an nndue delay in its progress, 
tendered his father's resignation as Chairman and Meraner of the Committee. 
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The Committee, beinf convened, refused to accept his resignation while life 
remained to that distinguished gentleman. The Grand Commander, at the sug- 
gestion of the Commit ee, appointed as Chairman, pro tern, Judge Gr. L. Christian, 
and he feels confident that the wisdom of that appointment will be verified by 
the results that will be attained in the important task assigned to that Commit- 
tee. I cannot refrain irom bearing my humble testimony to the zeal and talent 
which was brought to bear upon the subject of Confederate History by Dr. Me- 
Griiire, and the rare talent that he consecrated to it. By his death the State has 
lost a most distinguished citizen; society, a most worthy gentleman; and his 
Camp, a most devoted member. 

One of the first duths that devolved upon me, was the selection of gentlemen 
to till positions upon his Committee, caused by death, by resignation, and by 
the enlargement of the Committee. The following selections were mude: Hon. 
R. T. Barton, of Winchester, Va, ; Vice-Col. J. J. Williams, deceased; Gen. 
Micajah Woods, of Charlottesville, Va.; Vice-Col. John H. Hume, of Forts- 
mouth, Viu, deceased; Senator John W. Daniel, of Lynchburg, Va. ; Vice-Rev. 
S. Taylor Martin, resided; and Judge John H. Fulton, of Wytheville, Va., 
and Judge George L, Christian, of Richmond, Va., for the purpose of enlarging 
the Committee. I aJscappointed Judge John C. Ewell, of Lancaster, a member 
of the Legislative Connuttee, to fill a vacancy caused by the death of Col. J. J. 
Williams. 

Before closing this potion of my report^ t wish to bear testimony to the far- 
reaching influence of tie work of the History Committee during the past year. 
I have received numerms letters from many distant States, from which, if I had 
the space, most hiteresing extracts could be embodied in thU report, manifest- 
ing all over the old Confederate States a living interest in the production of 
true and impartial hisory, and thus placing this Grand Camp in the forefront 
as the leader in the caise of historic truth ; but one extract from a private letter, 
written by Mr. Lewis Guon, Chairman History Committee, Louisiana Division, 
U. C, V., of New Orleais, asking for information as to what Virginia was doing, 
that the Confederate Veterans of his State might be guided by her example, 
uses this language: " am glad to know that your State lias taken a very 
advanced stand on thesubjcct of books to be used in Southern schools, and I 
was pleased to see, a fev days ago, that South Carolina had followed your lead." 

THE MQtUMENT TO PRESIDENT JEFFERSON DAVI6. 

1 cannot too stronglv commend to this Grand Camp, and to all subordinate 
Camps in this State, tie importance of bearing up the hands of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy in their noble undertaking, to rear a worthy 
monument to Presiden Jefferson Davis. You must remember that this noble 
order of women has aflgnned a task, transferred to them by Confederate Veter- 
ans, which, by God's h4p> they declare they will complete, and although large 
sums have been raised^he amount is still largely short of the full sum needed. 
Let it not be said thatthis great enterprise shall be a failure for lack of funds, 
but let all of us be genrous, according to our means, in the discharge of this 
patriotic duty. 

CONFE'ERATE MEMORIAL LITERARY SOCIETY. 

The attention of the *rand Commander has been especially called to a letter 
addressed to Captain Tos. Ellett, Adjutant-General, writtin by Mrs, L, C. Dun 
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lop, Chairman Mamortul Committee of the Confederate Memorial Literary 

Society, setting forth in detail the action of that Committee in the collect] >f 

Important memoranda hearing upon the personelle of the Confederate Array, 
whereby it is sought to preserve, as far as possible, individual characteristics of 
the great war. This is sought to be done by direct appeal to the various Camps 
of Confederate Veterans, to cause to be distributed a blank form to all their 
members and all Confederate soldiers not members, this form being headed— 

THE CONFEDERATE STATES OF A1MERIUA ROLL OF HONOR, 

to be fill up where possible by the individual with the details— Name, Company, 
Regiment, Age, Service, Wounds, etc., etc., and such facts of interest in a 
soldier's career as shall be preserved in the Archives of the Lost Cause, to be 
attested by the signature of the soldier. This Committee has sent out thousands 
of these blanks, and during the last three years there has been collected 9,000 
names and records, which have been bound in sixty volumes as received, and 
deposited with The Confederate Memorial Literary Suriety. This laudable 
work, still only in the preliminary stage, reflects great credit upon these patriotic 
and self-denying ladies, and, much as they have accomplished, they think the 
work is glow of progress, and they ask this Grand Camp not only to endorse 
their work and to use its great influence with all the subordinate Camps, to 
cause to be distributed the blanks provided by them, but, more important than 
all else, to see that every means is used to cause the blanks to he filled up and 
returned to the Committee. I most heartily commend this work and its most 
cordial endorsement to this Grand Camp, and I hope that the representatives 
of the various subordinate Camps will carry back to their respective Camp^ not 
only the cordial endorsement of this work, but the determination to impress 
upon all old soldiers the imporiance of lending all the aid possible in its prose. 
cution. In after times these volumes in the Archives of the Confederacy will be 
a heritage as precious as the illuminated volumes of the Middle Ages. 

LEE CAMP SOLDI&ftS' HOME. 

I call your attention to the importance of maintaining in full force this 
worthy institution. The demands on it are ever increasing, and it is our duty 
to endeavor, by every honorable means, to advance Us interest and augment its 
resources. Let it never again be said that a maimed or decrepit Confederate 
Veteran is an inmate of a poor-house. Urge upon your representatives in the 
General Assembly, that largely increased appropriations be made to it, and 
follow up your work by active petitions to that body in its behalf.

I desire to call your special attention to the work accomplished by these pa- 
triotic associations, whose agency has in a large number of instances mitigated 
the sorrows of the poor and suffering, the sphere of their work being limited 
only by the meanB in their possession.

Staunton, Va., October 10, 1900. 
Grand- Commander Stith Bolling, Grand Camp of Virginia, C. V.: 

I beg leave to submit to the Grand Camp, through you, mj annual report, as 
follows : 

The past year bus not developed a great deal of activity in Confederate circles 
in Virginia, along the line of the organization oi' new Camps, only three new 
ones having been organized, and two—one in A inherit and one in Carroll— now 
under way. The reason in great jinrt for this may, however, be found in the 
fact that the material for such organizations is growing less and less each year as 
the territory is occupied, there now being ninety-five Camps in the State, with only 
a small proportion of the one hundred counties and no city, I believe, in which 
there are not one or more Confederate Veteran Camps. There are a few Camps, 
however, within our bounds, in winch so little interest is manifested, and so 
little attention paid to the orders which em in ate from headquarters, and so little 
regard shown for the objects and aims of onr organization, that it may be wise 
for this Grand Camp to consider whether or not steps should be taken to dis- 
band them, anil thus leave the way open for the organization of new and more 
efficient Camps in the same communities. 1 would suggest that the Grand 
Camp take this matter up. While, as I have said, there has been no marked 
interest in the formation of new Camps, there has been a gratifying growth of 
fraternity and zeal among many of the old ones, manifested by increasing 
attachment and even affection between comrades, charity toward those in adver- 
sity, tenderness for the sick, care for the dying and dead, sympathy and lulp for 
those left behind, and a jealous regard for the justice of the cause for which 
they had risked all but honor. As time passes and our comrades realize more 
and more that there are not many years left for those who made history, to write 
it and prove it, they are the more earnest in the defense of the truth, and in the 
determination that it shall be clear, anil so handed down to their children and 
children's children. Their pentinienis hold us together, and year by year the 
bonds that bind us are made stronger, and nothing will break them but death, 
and even then sweet but sad memories will linger, and, like an inspiration, bless 
the survivors and the generations which come after us, 

At Pulaski, the Grand Camp, realizing the labor and responsibility devolving 
upon the Inspector-General, devised a plan for his assistance, and gave to him 
ten Assistant Inspectors, one for each Congressional District. The wisdom of 






(hnl legislation hri*, It) ii considerable extent, been proven, and most of my assist- 
ants have been very zealous und ellieient, and more Camps and headquarter 
Liave been visited thau In any previous years. To properly discharge the duties 
of the position, required so great a sacrifice of time and means, that it was a 
difficult thing to lind ten well-equipped comrades who would accept the ap- 
pointment. After much correspondence, the following-named gentlemen accepted 
and were duly appointed : J. C. Ewell, Lancaster County, First Di&trictj W. B. 
Browne, Norfolk City, Second District; John Latub, Richmond City, Third Dis- 
trict; Carter E. Bishop, Petersburg City, Fourth District; Harry Wooding, 
Danville City, Fifth District; C. C. Talliaferro, Roanoke City, Sixth District; 
George II. Ilulvey, Rockingham County, Seventh District; William A. Hill, 
Madison County, Eighth District; J. R.Miller, Pulaski City, Ninth District; 
J. Scott Moore, Rockbridge County, Tenth District. 

Shortly after the positions had all been filled, 1 sent out the following letter 
of instructions to each Assistant Inspector- General, receiving from most of them 
gratifying responses:

It 
is to be understood, however, that as no allowance is made for the expenses of 
either the Inspector-General or his assistants, you are not expected to travel in 
unorganized territory, or visit existing Camps, except at your convenience, bnt 
it is hoped you will find opportunities to advance the Interests of the Grand 
Camp by such visits in the prosecution of your own business. 

I will mail you the proceedings of the last Grand Camp, and beg leave to call 
your attention to the marked list of Camps which are in your district, from 
which you will readily see what counties have none, and by corresponding with 
zealous comrades in such counties, you ought to be able to work up Camps 
where needed. 

I would also refer you, in the same pamphlet, to the last report of the Inspec- 
tor-General, from a review of which you may get a general idea of the aims and 
objects of the office you represent. I would suggest that when you find %y oil can 
visit an old Camp, you notify the Commander in advance, that he may have 
time to get his men together, when you should ascertain and make a utile of 
anything of importance connected with the condition and work of the Camp, 
and its Woman's Auxiliary, and Sons of Veterans, if such organizations exist; 
also that you address the comrades on such matters connected with the great 
organization to which we belong, as would be calculated to increase efficiency 
and stimulate interest among them. I will later furnish you with a form for 
each Camp, containing a list of questions, embodying all such information as 
you will need in making your report to this office, which you will find conve- * 
nient and helpful. 1 shall he glad to hear from you upon receipt of this, or at Hf 
any time that you may desire to give or receive information connected with this 
office.

distributing such relief, together with the progress being made in organizing the 
Sons of Veterans and Daughters of the Confederacy. 

This is the first time that such a systematized effort for procuring such need- 
ful data has been made, and as no new machinery works smoothly at first, so in 
this case there was, from various cause*, friction and accidents, and the result 
aimed at was only partially successful. I did not expect to receive reports from 
many of the country Camps, which meet only once, twice or four times a year, 
and keep but a few records, but did get in reports from forty Camps, distributed 
as follows: Three from the First District, Three from the Second, four from the 
Third, eight from the Fourth, two from the Fifth, four from the" Sixth, seven 
from the Eighth, three from the Ninth, and six from the Tenth. There are 
no reports from the Seventh District, where we have some of our best Camps, 
which is much regretted, but when we remember that the inspectors had to 
secure these reports at their own expense and with much trouble, it is not sur- 
prising, and the efforts of those who did secure them should be appreciated. 
It will be interesting and profitable to give the details from one or two of these 
Camps, which I will take from widely-separated sections of the State— the Third 
and Ninth Districts. 

R, E. Lee Camp, No. 1, Richmond, reports to the following questions, as fol- 
lows, being the okle.it Camp in the State and owning its building:

Number of members at organization? 35, 

Number of members in good standing now? 326. 

Number ot deaths since organization? 203. 

Number of members added during year ? 11. 

Number of deaths during the year? 12. 

Number of officers uniformed ? All — 19.

How often does Camp meet? Weekly. 

What is amount of monthly dues? 25 cents. 

What amount received during past year? $1,512. 

Plan of relief for sick and needy? By Relief Committee and Ladies' Auxili- 
ary, Camp has expended in charities over $20,000; last year 41% of its gross 
receipts. 

What amount expended last year? $900, 

What amount in treasury April 1st? $677.29. 

State number comrades assisted ? Several hundred. 

What number-in Soldiers' Home? 19 from Richmond commands-^a total of 
270 in the Home. 

There are organizations of Sons of Veterans and Daughters of the Confederacy. 

James Breathed Camp, No. 88, of Pulaski, one of the young Camps, organized 
20th October, 1897, shows a good record. Starting three years ago with twenty- 
four members, it now reports one hundred, having lost ten by death— two this

year; new mem ben, L0| meets monthly, collected during the past year JWfiO, 
has $1,000 in the treasury, proposing to raise a monument fund of $5,000, has 
assisted twenty-five needy comrades, has ien Sous of Veterans as honorary 
members, who man the Carnp artillery, and they have two Chapters of Daughters 
of the Confederacy in the county, with from forty-five to fifty members each. 
This IB a good record for a three-year-old Camp. 

The work of one other Camp is worthy of special mention, and it is hoped 
that the recital will stimulate many to imitate it. I give it in the words of the 
Assistant General-Inspector of the Tenth District, in a paragraph quoted from 
his excellent report: "Lee-Jackson Camp, of Lexington, has accomplished a 
great work in the past two years. In season and out of season, a committee of 
the Camp, one for cavalry, one for artillery, and one for infantry, worked for 
nearly two years in collecting together the names of all the men from the 
county of Rockbridge who served at any time in the Jinnies of the Confederacy. 
The work of collecting all the data necessary to make a complete roster was a 
laborious one, but one of love and duly. Rockbridge, from first to last, furnished 
sixteen companies and about 2,500 men; three hundred of ihese sleep on battle- 
fields and in hospital and prison grave-yards. As these rolls are now ready to 
be recorded in the County Court Clerk's Office, future generations can, with a 
certain identity, point with pride to the fact that their grandfather or great- 
grandfather was one of that immortal band of heroes." This sort of work in 
practical and furnishes information that will be more and more valuable as the 
years roll by. If every Camp would do such work, the historian who comes 
after us will find his task half done when he comes to Virginia. 

The reports from the forty Camps may he summarized, as follows:

New members received during last year, 185, 

Officers uniformed, 153. 

Men fully uniformed, 581.

Needy comrades buried since organization, 212. 

Amount so expended in relief during the past year, $2,125. 

Amount collected during the past year, $3,964. 

Amount in Camp treasuries, $5,350. 

Sons of Veterans' Camps, 13. 

Chapters of Daughters and Auxiliaries, 16. 

Meetings are held weekly, bi-monthly, monthly, quarterly, semi annually, 
annually, and by some 'only occasionally." 

There are only two Camps which drill— A. P. Hill. No. 6. Petersburg, and 
Turner Ashby, No. 22, of Winchester — both of which are notable for zeal and 
efficiency, These report that the old soldiers like to drill. 

This record for forty out of the ninety five Camps in the State is one of which "& 
we inav well be proud, and when it is noticed that, during the past year, $2,125 
was expended in relief of the sick and needy, and the burial of 215 comrades, 
since organization, the benevolent feature of our organization is well illustrated.

General Thomas L. Rosser moved that the report be accepted, 
with the exception of the portion referring to the disbandment 
of certain Cam ps. 

Capfc. R C. Marshall moved, as a substitute, that the report 
be referred to the Committee on Distribution. 

The substitute was adopted. 

The following resolutions, prepared by the History Commit- 
tee on the deatli of Dr. Hunter McGruire, were read by Col. R. 
T. Barton : 

-Since the last session of the Grand Camp the History Committee has lost bv 
death its distinguished Chairman. The Committe desires, therefore, to present 
to the Grand Camp the following Minute, and lo ask its adoption: 

In the removal from our ranks of Dr Hunter Holmes McGuire. Chairman of 
the History Cummittee, the Association of Confederate Veterans of the Stale of 
Virginia, and the survivors of the Confederate armies and navies throughout 
the South, have lost a comrade whose eminent services in war have only been 
equalled by his fidelity to the memories and principles of the lost cause, during 
the ensuing .years of peace. 

MAKER OF HISTORY. 

Dr. McGwire was himself one of the makers of the history, which he ably and 
loyally sought to vindicate as Chairman of this Committee. Standing on the 
threshold of life, with a professional career opening before him which promised 
to give the widest scope, even to his rare abilities, he did not hesitate for a 
moment to cast his fortunes with his native Slate in the time of her need. 

Entering the Confederate service as a surgeon, the skill with which he minis- 
tered to the sick and wounded was only surpassed by the tenderness which 
recognised in the lowliest sufferer n comrade in a great and holy cause. Serving 
upon the staff of Stonewall Jackson, he had an opportunity of showing, in his 
organization of the medical corps, a genius for administration which would have 
made him a marked man in any profession. As surgeon, companion and friend, 
he learned to know, as few men could, the mind and character of the chieftain 
by whose side he rode, and to whom it was his privilege to minister when in 
what seems to us still the strange providence of God, he was stricken in battle. 
As long as the name of Jackson is remembered, and hia story is told, so long 
will there be associated with him the name and the memory of the brave sur- 
geon wiio, by his rugged honesty and unswerving devotion to duty, won the con- 
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BdvntMnf IiIh gmii leader, He terrad him loyally whilst he lived, ami made 

himself the jealous guardian of his lame when he had passed over the river lo 
resi under the nluidc of the trees, 



A GOOD COMRADE. 

As a member of the Association of Veterans. Dr. McGnire entered into the 
full spirit of comradeship. His professional skill, his outstretched hand of 
sympathy and helpfulness, his kind and generous heart, were at the service of 
all who had worn the gray. He was not only mindful of the living, but of the 
dead. He deemed it his duty to defend their memories and the justice of the 
principles for which they fought from all onslaughts. His ringing and honest 
voice was heard again and again in vindication of the great heroic past. His 
eloquent pen was as a flashing sword piercing through the armor of sectional 
prejudice of the falsifiers of history, and maintained the truth against all odds. 
Plis lecture on Stonewall Jackson and the masterly report of this Committee, 
which he prepared and presented at the latt meeting of the Grand Camp in 
Pulaski, have already become classics of Confederate history. 

After Dr, McGruire had been stricken with illness, his family presented Ma 
resignation as Chairman. This the Committee declined to receive, on the 
ground that the work he had already done had laid the foundation for its com- 
pletion, and they requested that his name be retained as Chairman au long he 
should live, that it might serve to the Committee as a beacon and an inspiration 
in their future labors. 

SORELY MISSED. 

The time has come when he can no longer answer the roll- call of our Camp, 
when we miss his strong and winning presence among us; when we must think 
of him as numbered with the host that has passed to the great beyond. His 
memory and his name, however, abide in our hearts and mill add lustre lo our 
organization. We recall him as the valiant soldier, as the good physician, as 
the genial comrade, as the Christian gentleman, who was typical of all that was 
best and purest in our Southern manhood. 

The justification of the Confederate cause will ultimately be found, not in the 
issues of battles, but, in the character of the men who upheld it. Men like 
Davis and Lee, Jackson and Johnston, Stuart and McGuire, struggled, not for 
the selfish ends, for ambition or for glory. They were guided by the lodestar of 
duty, they were inspired by purity of motive, they were swayed by truth and 
principle alone. 

Your Committee respectfully ask the adoption of the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That this Minute be spread upon the records of the Grand Camp as 
a tribute to the memory of their gallant comrade, Dr. Hunter Holmes McGruire. 

Resolved, That a copy of the Minute and the resolutions be sent to the family 
of Dr. McGuire, with heartfelt sympathy in their bereavement, which is shared 
by all who love the Confederate cause, aild with a prayer to a merciful Hod to 
comfort them with a sense of His goodness, to lift up the light of His counte- ' 
nance upon them, and to give them peace through Jesus Christ, our Lord. *.- 

On motion of Genera] Eosscr, the resolutions were adopted 
by a rising vote. 
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The hour of 10:80 A. M. having ftrrived, the special order, 
the report of the Hiatorj Committee, wan culled for. 

General Rosser moved that the 
Morton bo acted upon. 

The Grand Commander ruled his motion out of order. 
General Rosser appealed from the decision of the Chair. 
The Grand Camp, by a unanimous vote, sustained the Chair. 
The report of the History Committee, through Judge George 
L. Christian, acting chairman, was presented as follows: 

To the Grand Camp oi Confederate Veterans o1 Virginia : 

Some time in Julv last, Dr. Stuart MeGuire, seeing that his father Dr 
Hunter MeGuire, the able and distinguished Chairman of this Committee 
was permanently disabled for longer discharging the duties devolving on 
mm, sent Ins resignation to your Commander. A meeting of this Com- 
mittee was promptly called, and it was the unanimous opinion of the mem- 
bers present that the resignation should not be accepted, hut that some 
member ot the Committee should be designated to write the Report for this 
meeting. I was designated bv the Commander lor the performance of this 
important task. 

Fully recognizing then, as I do now, both mv inability and the lack of 
time at my command, for the proper discharge of the duty thus assigned 
me, 1 earnestly asked to be excused Irom the undertaking, and nothing but 
my devotion, both to Dr, MeGuire and the Confederate cause could have 
induced me to consent to undertake a work for which I felt so poorly 
prepared. J 

Since that time, the Hand that strikes no erring blow has taken from 
us our able and beloved Chairman, and tie now sleeps in beautiful Holly- 
wood. I have no words to express the personal loss I feel at this calamity 
and I know that you, and each of you. share with me in these feelings' 
Distinguished both in war, and in peace, for ability and fidelity to every 
trust, there was nothing for which he was more distinguished, than for his 
love and fidelity to our cause, and to those who fought to sustain it He 
is lost to us as counsellor and friend. He is lost to us as our leader in labor 
tor the truth. 1 am here not to supply his place. No one can know as I 
do how unequal I am to such an undertaking; but 1 am about to try as 
best I may, to carry out the plans he had formed, to obey his instructions 
ail unconsciously given. I persuade myself that in this attempt I shall 
have your kind indulgence. 

SOUTH NOT THE AGGRESSORS. 
The evening before Dr. MeGuire was stricken with the malady which 
forever incapacitated him for any earthly service. I was with him and as 
was frequently the case, we were talking of the Confederate war. In the 
course of the conversation, he alluded to the Report of last year, and feel- 
ingly expressed his just pride in the way you received it. He then said 'I 
am already making preparations for my next Report. I intend in that to 
vindicate the South irom the oft-repeated charge that we were the aggress- 
ors in bringing on the war"; and he then added: " This will be my last 
labor of love' for the dear Southern people/* Within less than twenty 
hours Irom the time that sentence was spoken, the splendid intellect that 
conceived it was a mournful wreck, and the tongue which gave it utterance 
was paralyzed. 

My task, therefore, is to show that your Chairman was right in saying 
that the South was not the aggressor in bringing on the war ; that on the 
contrary, we did all that honorable men could do in the vain attempt to 
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the South with conscious disgrace, and leaving to our children a heritage 
of shame; ami I shall further prove that the Northern people with Abra- 
ham Lincoln at their head, brought on the war by provocation to war and 
by net of war; :im\ that they were and are, therefore directly responsible 
for all the multiplied woes which resulted therefrom. In doing this, 1 shall 
quote almost exclusively from Northern sources; and, whilst I cannot hope 
to bring to your attention at this late day anything that is new, I do hope 
that, by reiterating and repeating some of the old facts. I shall be able to 
revive impressions which may have laded from the minds of some; I shall 
hope, too, to reach the many, many others, especially the young, who have 
been the victims of false teaching with respect to these facts, or have had 
no opportunity, or. perhaps, little disposition, to become familiar with 
them. 

REASONS FOR SUCH PAPERS. 

It is well to set forth the reasons that actuate us in preparing such 
papers as these. These reasons were presented with great force in the 
Report of 1899. Now, as then, they are found in the fact that denials or 
perversions of the truth are sown broadcast all over the literature of the 
North. Not only does this characterize their permanent histories, as then 
shown with such clearness of criticism and cogency of reply, but their 
story- writings, their periodicals and transient newspaper publications— all, 
are Vehicles, to a degree at least, of misrepresentation on these points. 
Their worthiest orators and writers have dared to tell the truth on im- 
portant points, but the literature we have described is that which reaches 
the haphazard reader and permeates the South as well as the North. The 
Grand Army of the Republic contains many brave men. We have met them 
with arms in their hands. It contains others whose weapons of warfare 
are opprobrious epithets and denunciatory resolutions This is a matter 
of annual display. Annually the Northern public is again misled, and its 
day of repentance is postponed The men of the South are, therefore, con- 
strained to make record of the truth. I. therefore, proceed to restate my 
purpose, which is to show that the South did not, snd that the North did-, 
inaugurate the war. Before proceeding to the direct discussion of this 
question, and because the right of a State to secede from the Union was the 
real issue involved in the conflict, and the proximate cause thereof, I think 
it pertinent to inquire particularly. In what special locality, if in any, this 
doctrine originated; by whom, if by either party rather than the other, it 
was most emphatically taught; and especially when, if in either section, 
the threat of the application for the dissolution of the Union was first, 
most frequently and most ominously heard ? In pursuance of this inquiry, 
and adhering to our plan of calling the North to witne-s, let us ask first. 
What was the opinion of Northern and other unprejudiced writers on this 
question both prior to and since the war? Of course, we know that the 
right of a State to secede was commonly held by the statesmen of the 
South, and we venture the assertion that no unprejudiced mind can to-day 
read the history of #he adoption of the Constitution and the formation of 
this government under it without being convinced that the right of seces- 
sion as exercised by the South did exist. 

THK RIGHT OF SECESSION. 



A distinguished English writer says; 

" L believe the right of secession is so clear, that if the South had wished 
to do so, for no better reason than that it could not bear to be beaten in 
an election, like a sulky school-boy out of temper at not winning a game, 
and had submitted the question ol its right to withdraw from the Union 
to the decision of any court of law in Europe, she would have carried her 
point." 

Indeed, the decision of this question might, with propriety, and doubt- 
less would, have rested for all time on the principles enunciated in the Vir* 
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rata and Kentucky resolution! of L708 and '99, and tlie report of Mr 
MaduSon on these resolution*, I Uv Virginia resolutions and report were 
drawn by Mr. Madison, khe "father ol the Constitution"; and those of 

Kentucky by Mr Jefferson, thraullmr of the Declaration of Independence 
1 nese principles,, emanating from these "master-builders," would as 
we have said, have settled the Fights of the States on this question forever, 
but for the tact, as Mr. Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts tells us, that 
the North was controlled by expediency, and Dot by principle, in the con- 
sideration of them. These resolutions, when adopted by Virginia arid 
Kentucky, were sent to the Northern Legislatures for their concurrence; 
and the distinguished Senator from Massachusetts, from whom we are 
quoting says m terms, in his Life of Webster, that when the resolutions 
were thus submitted, 'they were not opposed on constitutional grounds 
but only on those of expediency and hostility to the revolution they were 
considered to embody." That they did no^ and could not, cite any con- 
stitutional principle as ground for their rejection, only they held that the 
revolution involved in their application was at that time inexpedient. In 
other words, n did not pay the New England States to endorse the prin- 
ciples of those resolutions then; but when they thought they were Heine 
oppressed by the Federal Government a iew vears later (as we shall pre 
gently see), they were not only ready to endorse these resolutions, bat 
actually threatened to secede from the Union. 

TWO PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 

But I wish to advance a step further in the argument, and to inquire— 

(1) Where the doctrine of secession originated? and 

(2) What distinguished Northern statesmen have said of the riehi 
both before and since the war? & ' 

Here we may properly add the clear statement of an able Northern 
writer who declares Ins opinion (presently to be quoted in full) that at the 
time the Constitution was accepted by the States, there was not a wan in 
the country who doubted theright of each and every State peaceably to with- 
draw from the Union, In fact, we may at once answer our first inquiry bv 
saying that the doctrine ol secession originated in neither section, but was 
recognized at the first as underlying the Constitution and accepted by all 
parties. In confirmation of this view, but particularly with respect to the 
region of its earliest, most frequent, most emphatic and most threatening 
assertion we proceed to show further, that a recent Northern writer has 
used this language: 

"A popular notion is that the State-rights^-scccssion or disunion doc- 
trine-was originated by Calhoun, and was a South Carolina heresy But 
that popular notion is wrong. According to the best information I have 
beenabletoacqinreon the subject, the State-rights, or secession doctrine 
was originated by Josiah Quincy, and was a Massachusetts heresy/' 
.... P is writer says Quincy first enunciated the doetiirie in opposing the 
bill tor the admission of what was then called the "TMeans Territory" 
(now Louisiana) in 1811, when he declared, that "if the bill passed and 
that territory was admitted, the act would be subversive of the Union 
and the several States would be freed from their federal bonds and obliga- 
tions ; and that, as it will be the tight of all ( the States), so it will be the 
dutv of some to prepare definitely (or a separation, amicably if thev can 
violently it they must " ... 

Whilst this author may be right in characterizing the development of 
the doctrine, and fixing tins right as a "Massachusetts heresy" be is 
wrong in fixing upon its first progenitor, and in saying that the date of 
its birth was as late as 1811 ; for in 1803, one Colonel Timothy Pickering 
a senator from Massachusetts, and Secretary of State in the" Cabinet of 
John Adams, complaining of what he called » the oppressions of the aristo- 
cratic Democrats of the South." said, -'I will not despair; 1 will rather 
anticipate a new confederacy." . . . "That this cur be accomplished 
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without spilling one drop ol blood I have little doubt." . . . "ft 
must b&gin with Massachusetts. The proposition would be welcomed by 
Connecticut; and could we doubt of New Hampshire? But New Vorlt 
in list, be ,-issi n-i.i led ; and how is her concurrence to be obtained ? She must 
be made the center of the confederacy Vermont and New Jersey would 
follow, of course; and Khode Island of necessity." 



THE HARTFORD CONVENTION. 

In 1814, the Hartford Convention was called and met in consequence 
of the opposition of New England to the war then pending with Great 
Britain- Delegates were sent to this Convention by the Legislatures of 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Connecticut, and several counties and 
towns from other Northern States also sent representatives. This Conven- 
tion, after deliberating with closed doors on the propriety of withdrawing 
the States represented in it from the Union, published an address, in which 
it said, among other things: 

" If the Union be destined to dissolution ... it should, if possible, 
he the work of peaceable times and deliberate consent. . . . Whenever it 
shall appear that the causes are radical and permanent, a separation by 
equitable arrangement will be preferable to an alliance by constraint 
among nominal friends, but real enemies," 

In 1839, Ex-President John Ouiney Adams, in an address delivered by 
him in New York, said: 

'' The indissoluble link of union between the peopleof the several States 
of this confederated nation is, after all, not in theright, but in the heart. 
If the day should ever come (may Heaven avert it) when the affections of 
the people of these States shall be alienated from each other, the bonds of 
political association will not long hold together parties no longer attracted 
by the magnetism of consolidated interests and kindly sympathies ; and far 
barter will it be for the people of the disunited States to part in friendship 
with each other than to be held together by constraint. 1 '' 

This same man presented to Congress the first petition ever presented 
in that body for a dissolution of the Union. 

Mr* William Kawle, a distinguished lawyer and jurist of Pennsylvania, 
in his work on the Constitution, says this: 

"It depends on the State itself to retain or abolish the principle of 
representation, because it depends on itself whether it will continue a 
member of the Union. To deny this right would be inconsistent with the 
principles on which all our political systems are founded, which is that the 
people have in all cases a right to determine how they will be governed." 

In the case of the Bank of Augusta against EarJe, 13 Peters, 590-592, 
it was decided by the Supreme Court of the United States the same year in 
which Mr. John Quincy Adams made his speech above quoted from that — 

" They are sovereign States. , . . We think it well settled that by the 
law of comity among nations a corporation created by one sovereign is 
permitted to make contracts in another, and to sue in its courts, and that 
the same law of comity prevails among the several sovereignties of this 
Union." 

Shortly after the nomination of General Taylor, a petition was actually 
presented in the Senate of the United States, ,h asking Congress to devise 
means for the dissolution of the Union." And the votes of" Messrs. Seward, 
Chase and Hale were recorded in favor of its reception. 

In 1844, the Legislature of Massachusetts attempted to coerce the 
President and Congress by the use of this language : 

"The project of the annexation of Texas, unless arrested on the thresh- 
old, may tend to drive these States (New England) into a dissolution of 

the Union." 
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THE VIEWS OK WKRSTER. 

Daniel Webster (the great "expounder of the Constitution," as he is 
called), notwithstanding his famous reply to Mr. Hayne, delivered in 1830, 
m winch lie so ingeniously denied the right offl State to determine for itself 
when its constitutional powers were infringed, and also that the Constitu- 
tion was a compact between sovereign States, and contended that the 
power .to determine the constitutionality of the laws of Congress was 
lodged only in the Federal Government, in a speech delivered at Capon 
springs, Virginia, m 1851, used this language: 

"If the South were to violate any part of the Constitution intention- 
ally and systematically, and persist in so doing from year to year and no 
remedy could be had, would the North be any longer bound by the rest of 
it; and ii the North were deliberately, habitually and oJ fixed purpose to 
disregard one part of it, would the South be bound anv longer to observe 
its other obligations? . . . How absurd is tt to suppose that when different 
parties enter into a compact for certain purposes, either can disregard any 
one provision and expect nevertheless the other to observe the rest 1 
A bargain cannot be broken on one side and still bind the other." 

He said, in a speech delivered at Buffalo, N. J„ during the same year: 
'The question, fellow-citizens, (and I put it to you as the real ques- 
tion 1— the question is. Whether vou and the rest of the people of the great 
State oi New York and of all the States, will so adhere to the Union— will 
so enact and maintain laws to preserve that instrument— that vou will not 
only remain in the Union yourselves, but permit your Southern'brethren to 
remain in it and help to perpetuate it," 

How different is the language above quoted from Mr. Webster in his 
Capon Springs speech bom the proposition as stated by Mr, Lincoln in his 
first inaugural, when he says; 

"One party to a contract may violate it— break it, so to speak— but 
-does it not require all to lawfully rescind it?" 

But, what more could be expected of Mr. Lincoln, when it is well 
known that he held that the relation of the States to the Union was the 
•same as that which the counties bear to the States of which they respec- 
tively form a part? 

HIS REPLY TO HAYNE. 

Those who deny the right of seccessiou are fond of quoting as their 
authority extracts from Mr. Webster's reply to Mr. Hayne, made in 1830. 
It is worthy of note that the Capon Springs and Buffalo speeches were 
made in 1851; and these last are the product of his riper thinking— his 
profounder reflections. He had evidently learned much about the Consti- 
tution m the twenty-one years that had intervened, and in his maturer 
years, was indeed speaking as a statesman, and not only as an advocate, 
as he did in 1830. 

But it is all-important to remember that Mr. Webster nowhere in this 
whole speech refers to the right of secession. His whole argument in this 
connection, IS against the right of nullification another and very different 
thing; but one which, as we will presently show, was actually being exer- 
cised by fourteen out of the sixteen Free States in 1 861. 

in 1855, Senator Benjamin P. Wade of Ohio (afterwards, as we know, 
one of the most notorious South-haters », said in a speech delivered in the 
1'mted States Senate: 

" Who is the judge in the last resort of the violation of the Constitution 
of the United States by the enactment of a law? Who is the final arbiter 
the General Government or the States in their sovereignty? Why sir to 
yield that point is to yield up all the rights of the States to protect their 
own citizens, and to consolidate this government into a miserable des- 
potism." 
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Ami in' lurthertuid, on the 18th ol December, 1860: 

" I do not so much blame Lite people of the South, because I think they 
have been ted to belief that we to-day. the dominant party, who are about 
tO Lake the reins of government, are their mortal foes, and stand ready to 
trample their institutions under foot." 

And notwithstanding the expression of these sentiments, we know, as 
we say, that this man became one of the most ardent supporters of the 
"miserable despotism" established by Abraham Lincoln, and became the 
second officer in that '' despotism " on the assasinatioa of Mr. Lincoln. 

DOCTRINE HELD BY GREELEY. 



On the 9th of November, in I860, Mr. Horace Greeley, the great apostle 
of the Republican party, and who was often referred to during Mr. Lin- 
coln's administration as the " power behind the throne — greater than the 
throne itself" — said in his paper, the New York Tribune: 

"If the Cotton States consider the value of the Union debatable, we 
maintain their perfect right to discuss it; nay, we hold with Jefferson, to 
the inalienable right of communities to alter or abolish forms of govern- 
ment that have become oppressive or injurious; and if the Cotton States 
decide that they can do better out of the Union than in it, we insist on 
letting them go in peace. The right to secede may be a revolutionary one, 
but it exists nevertheless ; and we do not see how one party can have a 
right to do what another party has a right to prevent." 

On the 17th of December, 1860, just three days before the secession of 
South Carolina, he again said in the Tribune: 

"If it (the Declaration of Independence) justified the secession from the 
British Empire of three millions of colonists in 177(1, wc do not see why it 
would not justify the secession of five millions of Southrons from the 
Federal Union in 1861. If we are mistaken on this point, why does not 
some one attempt to show wherein and why ? " 

Again, on February the 23rd, 1861, five days alter the inauguration of 
President Davis at Montgomery, he said: 

"We have repeatedly said, and we once more insist, that the great 
principle embodied by Jefferson in the Declaration of American Indepen- 
dence — that governments derive their just powers from the consent of the 
governed— is sound and just, and 1 that if the Slave States, the Uotton 
States, or the Gulf States only, choose to form an independent nation, they 
have a clear moral right to clo so." 

And wc know that this man was one of the foremost of our oppressors 
during the war, although his kindness to Mr. Davis and others after the 
war, we think, showed that he knew he had done wrong. And yet, he had 
the audacity (and may we not justly add mendacity too?) to say, after 
the war, that he never at any moment of his life had ''imagined that a 
single State, or a dozen States, could rightfully dissolve the Union/' Com- 
ment is surely unnecessary. 

On November the 9th. 1860, the New York Herald said : 

" Each State is organized as a complete government, holding the purse 
and wielding the sword ; possessing the right to break the tie of the con- 
federation as a nation might break a treaty, and to repel coercion as a na- 
tion might repel invasion. . . . Coercion, if it were possible, is out of 
the question." 

Both President Buchanan and his Attorney -General, the afterwards 
famous Edwin M. Stanton, decided at the same time that there was no 
power under the Constitution to coerce a seceding State.

SENTIMENT IN THE NORTH. 

But this "Massachusetts hnrsv," ai the writer before quoted from 
calls the right ot secession, was not only entertained, as we have shown 
at the North before the war, but has been expressed in the same section in 
no uncertain terms long since the war. hi an article by Benjamin J. Wil- 
hams, Esq., a distinguished writer of Massachusetts, entitled "Died for 
I heir State/' and published in the Lowell Sua on rune 5th, 1886 he savs 
among- other things: 

_ " When the original thirteen Colonics threw off their allegiance to Great 
Britain, they became independent States, independent ol her and of each 
other. _ . •' The recognition was of the States separately, eaeli bv 

name in the treaty of peace which terminated the war of the Revolution 
And that tins separate recognition was deliberate and intentional, with 
the distinct object of recognizing the States as separate sovereignties, and 
not as one nation, will sufficiently appear by reference to the sixth volume 
oi Bancroft's History of the United States. The Articles of Confederation 
between the States declared, that 'each State retains its sovereignty free- 
dom and independence,' And the Constitution of the United States "which 
immediately followed, was first adopted by the States in convention, each 
State acting lor itself, in its sovereign and independent capacity, through a 
convention ot its people. And it was by this ratification that the Consti- 
tution was established, to use its own words, ' between the States so rati- 
fying the same. 1 it is, then, a compact between the States as sovereigns 
and the Union created by it is a federal partnership of States, the Federai 
Government being their common agent for the transaction of the Federal 
business within the limits of the delegated powers." 

LAW OF CO-PARTNERSHIPS. 

_ This able writer then illustrates the compact between the States by the 
principles of law governing ordinary copartnerships, just as Mr Webster 
did. And he then says: 

"Now, if a partnership between persons is purely voluntary, and sub- 
ject totlic will of its members severally, how much more so is one between 
sovereign States? and it follows that, just as each, separately, in the exer- 
cise of its sovereign will, entered the Union, so may it separately w the ex- 
ercise oi that will, withdraw therefrom. And further, the Constitution 
being a compact, to which the States are parties 'having no common 
judge. ' each party has an equal right to judge for itself, as well of infrac- 
tions as of the mode and measure of redress, 1 as declared bv Mr. Jefferson 
and Mr. Madison in the celebrated resolutions of '98. and the right of se- 
cession irresistibly follows. 

"But aside from the doctrine either of partnership or compact upon 
the ground of State sovereignty pure and simple, does the right of State 
secession impregnahlv rest." 

We have quoted thus fully from this writer, not only because he is a 
Northern man. but because he has stated both the facts and the principles 
underlying the formation of the Union, and the rights of the States therein 
with an accuracy, clearness and force, that cannot be surpassed. 

But again: In his life of Webster, published in 1889. Mr. Henrv Cabot 
Lodge, from whom we have before quoted, and at this time one of the 
distinguished senators Irom Massachusetts, uses this language in speakim* 
of Mr. Webster's reply to Mr. Hay tie. He says: 

"The weak places in his (Webster's) armor were historical in their 
nature. It was probably necessary (at all events Mr. Webster felt it to be 
so ) to argue that the Constitution at the outset was not a compact be- 
tween the States, but a national Instrument, and to distinguish the cases 
ol Virginia and Kentucky in 1799, and of New England in 1814, from that 
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ol South Carolina in 18,'JO, The Conner point he touched upon lightly; the 
hitter he discussed ably, eloquently and at length. Unfortunately the facts 
were Against form in both instances.'' 

And in this connection, Mr. Lodge then uses this language: 

14 When the Constitution was adopted by the votes of the States at 
Philadelphia, and accepted by the votes of the States in popular conven- 
tion, it is safe to say that there was not a man in the country, from Wash- 
ington and Hamilton on the one side to George Clinton and George Mason 
on the other, who regarded the new system as anything but an experiment 
entered into by the States, and from which each and everv State had the 
right peaceably to withdraw— a right which was very likely to he 
exercised." 

Mr. James C. Carter, now of New York, but a native of New England, 
and perhaps the most distinguished lawyer in this country to-day, in a 
speech delivered by him at the University of Virginia, in 1898, said: 

" I may hazard the opinion that if the question had been made, not in 
1860, but in 1788, immediately after the adoption of the Constitution, 
whether the Union as formed by that instrument could lawfully treat the 
secession of a State as rebellion, and suppress it by force, few of those who 
participated in forming that instrument would have answered in the 
affirmative." 

NORTH'S ATTITUDE SINCE THE WAR, 

And we should never forget this pregnant and, we think, conclusive 
fact in regard to this question, namely: the conduct of the North after the 
war in regard to Mr. Davis, General Lee, and others of our leaders. As is 
well known, Mr. Davis was indicted three times in their own courts upon 
charges which directly and necessarily involved a decision of the right of a 
State to secede from the Union. Immediately on the finding of these indict- 
ments, he I through his eminent Northern as well as Southern counsel) 
appeared at the bar of the court and demanded a speedy trial, in order 
that he might judicially vindicate his course and that of his people before 
the world. This right of trial was postponed by the Federal Government 
for nearly three years. During two of these years, he was confined in a 
casemate at fortress Monroe and subjected to indignities and tortures, by 
which it was attempted to break the spirit of the distinguished captive ; 
and at the same time to degrade the people whom he represented, and for 
whom he was a vicarious sufferer. It is hardly necessary to say, that this 
conduct is to-day universally regarded as noLonly unworthy of the repre- 
sentatives of the government which held Mr. Davis as its prisoner, but 
that it has made a page in its history of which it ought to be, and we be- 
lieve is, ashamed. 

When at last the Government consented to try the case, it declined to 
meet the real question involved, in its own chosen tribunal; and having 
been advised by the best lawyers and statesmen at the North, that the 
decision must be against the North and in favor of the South, in order to 
evade the issue, the Chief Justice himself suggested a technical bar to the 
prosecution, which was adopted and the cases dismissed. The South was 
entirely in the power of the North, and could do nothing but accept this, 
their own virtual confession that they were wrong and that we were right. 



CRUEL, WICKED, RELENTLESS WAR. 

And so we say, our comrades, that just because the States of the South 
did, in the most regular and deliberate way, exercise their constitutional 
and legal right to withdraw from a compact which they had never violated, 
but which the Northern States had confessedly violated time and again, a 
right which, as we have seen, was not only recognized by the leading 
statesmen of the North, hut which it had threatened on several occasions to 
3 
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put into execution— wc say, jusl because the Southern States clitl lake tins 
perfectly legal step in a perfectly legal way, these same people of the North, 
with Abraham Lincoln as their head, proceeded, as wcshall presently show, 
without warrant of law or justice, to inaugurate and wage against the 
South one of the most cruel, wicked and relentless wars of which history 
furnishes any record or parallel. Is there any wonder, then, that the repre- 
sentatives of the Grand Army of the Republic would have us be silent 
about the facts which we have referred to, and not teach the truths of this 
history to our children, when we thus condemn them out of their own 
mouths? 

But we come now to consider, who were the agressors who inaugu- 
rated this wicked war? 

Wc think it important to make this inquiry, for the reasons already 
given and because we apprehend, there is a common impression, that inas- 
much as the South fired the first gun at Fort Sumter, it really thereby 
brought on the war, and was hence responsible for the direful conse- 
quences which followed the firing of that first shot. Nothing could he far- 
ther from the truth Mr. Hallam, in his Constitutional History ot Eng- 
land, states a universally recognized principle, when he says: 

" The aggressor in a war (that is, he who begins it) is not the first who 
uses force, but the first who renders lorce necessary.' 1 

Now which side, according to this high authority, was the aggressor 
in this conflict ? Which side was it that rendered the first blow necessary? 

WHAT MR, STEPHENS SAYS. 

Says Mr. Stephens, in his "War Between the States": "I maintain 
that it (the war) was inaugurated and begun, though no blow had been 
struck, when the hostile fleet, styled the " Relief Squadron." with eleven 
ships carrying two hundred and eighty-five gnns and two thousand lour 
hundred men, was sent out from Mew York and Norfolk, with orders from 
the authorities at Washington to reinforce Fort Sumter, peaceably if per- 
mitted, but forcibly ii they must."' 

He further says: 

" The war was then and there inaugurated and begun by the authori- 
ties at Washington, General Beauregard did not open fire upon Port 
Sumter until tins fleet was. to his knowledge, very near the Harbor ot 
Charleston, and until he had enquired of Major Anderson, in command of 
the Port, whether he would engage to take no part in the expected blow, 
then coming down upon him from the approaching fleet?" 

Governor Pickens and General Beauregard had been notified from 
Washington of the approach of this fleet, and the objects for which it was 
sent but this notice did not reach them (owing to the treachery and dupli- 
city of Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Seward, practiced on the Commissioners sent 
to "Washington by the Confederate Government, which are enough to bring 
the blush of shame to the cheek of every American citizen.) until the fleet 
had neared its destination. But Anderson refused to make any promise, 
and when he did this, it became necessary for Beauregard to reduce the fort 
as he did. Otherwise his command would have been exposed to two fires- 
one in front and the other in the rear. 

SEWARD'S TREACHERY AND DUPLICITY. 

I wish 1 had the time to give here the details of this miserable treachery 
and duplicity practiced on the Confederate Commissions by Mr. Seward, 
with, as he says, the knowledge of Mr, Lincoln. These gentlemen had been 
sent to Washington, as they stated in their letter to Mr. Seward, to treat 
with him, " with a view to a speedy adjustment of all questions growing 
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out Oi I hll polilicnl Kcpii ration, upon such terms of amity and good will as 
the reipeotlvfl Lnterciti, geographical contiguity and future welfare of lIjc 
two aatloni may render necessary." 

'I CBH Ollly State that although Mr. Seward refused to treat with the 
Commissioners directly, he did so, through the medium of justices Campbell 
and Nelson, ol the Supreme Court of the United States; that through these 
intermediaries the Commissioners were given to understand that Fort 
Sumter would be evacuated within a few days, and they were kept under 
that impression up to the 7th of April, 1861, although during- that interval 
of twenty-three days the " Relief Squadron" was being put in readiness 
for reinforcing- Sumter. And even on that date ( the day alter the Squad- 
ron was ordered to nail), Mr. Seward wrote Judge Campbell, " Faith as to 
Sumter /idly kept ; wait and see," when he must have known that nothing 
was further from the truth, and as events then transpiring conclusively 
showed. Judge Campbell wrote two letters to Mr. Seward, setting out all 
the details of the deception practiced on the Commissioners through him 
and Justice Nelson, and asked an explanation of his conduct. But no 
explanation was ever given, simply because there was none that could be 
given. And Mr. Seward's own memorandum, made by him at the time, 
shows that he was acting all through this mattter with the knowledge and 
approval of Mr. Lincoln. History affords but few parallels, if any, to such 
base conduct on the part of those occupying the high and responsible posi- 
tions then held by these men. The only excuse that can be given for this 
conduct, is that they regarded it as a legitimate deception to practice in a 
war which they had then already inaugurated, 

LINCOLN ADMINISTRATION RESPONSIBLE. 



Mr. George Luut of Massachusetts, in speaking of the occurences at 
Fort Sumter, uses this cautiously framed language, as the question of 
which side commenced the war is one about which the North is very sensi- 
tive. As we know, on the 7th of April, 1861, President Davis said: 

" With the Lincoln administration rests the responsibility of prccipitat 
ing a collision and the fearful evils of protracted civil war." 

And so Mr. Lunt says: 

"Whether the appearance of this fleet (the Relief Squadron) under the 
circumstances could be considered a pacific or hostile demonstration may 
be left to inference. Whether its total inaction during the fierce bombard- 
ment of the fort and its defence continued for days, and until its final sur- 
render, justly bears the aspect of an intention to avoid the charge of 
aggression, and to give the whole affair the appearance of defence merely, 
may also be referred to the judgment of the reader." 

The question also occurs, he says — 

"Whether this sudden naval demonstration was not a palpable viola- 
tion of the promised 'faith as to Sumter lully kept,' as to be an unmistak- 
able menace of '* aggression, 1 if not absolute aggression itself.*' 

And he further says: 

"It should also be considered that when the fleet came to anchor off 
Charleston bar, it was well known that many other and larger vessels of 
war. attended by transports containing troops and surf boats, and all the 
necessary means of landing forces, had already sailed from Northern 
ports—' destination unknown '—and that very considerable time must have 
been requisite to get this expedition ready for sea, during the period that 
assurances had been so repeatedly given of the evacuation of the fort. 

"It bore the aspect certainly of a manoeuvre, which military -persons,

^.^rfiwx?^! ^o^P^eswere fugitives from justice, one in the 
State of Ohio, and the other in that of Iowa. Requisitions were issued for 
them by the Governor of Virginia; and the Governor of each of these 
Northern States refused to surrender the criminal, thus making themselves 
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anil the people they represented, to q degree at least, particeps criminis. 
And the newspapers have recently informed us. that the present Chief 
Magistrate <>l this nation, and the head of the same party, which deified 
John Brown, and approved of his crimes, has visited and stood "uncov- 
ered " at his grave, as if he still tecognized him as the " forerunner" of him 
whom they term the "Savior of the Country?'; so we regard, and rightly 
regard, his attempted insurrection, as the legitimate forerunner of the cruel, 
illegal and unjustifiable war, inaugurated and waged by Mr. Lincoln 
against the South. 

AGGRESSIONS OF THE NORTH, 

But we advance still a step further in the argument, to show from 
Northern authorities alone, still other aggressions of the North against the 
South, in bringing on this war. In his speech, entitled "Under the Flag," 
delivered in Boston, April 21st r 1861, Wendell Phillips used this language, 
which we are persuaded is the opinion of many misinformed people to-day, 
both at the North and at the South. He says: 

*' For thirty years the North has exhausted conciliation and com- 
promise. They have tried every expedient; they have relinquished every 
right, they have sacrificed every interest, they have smothered keen sensi- 
bility to national honor, and Northern weight and supremacy in the Union ; 
have forgotten they were the majority in numbers and in wealth, in educa- 
tion and in strength; have left the helm of government and the dictation 
of pohcy to the Southern States," &c. 

We propose to show, from the highest Northern sources, that so far 
from the above statement being true, it is exactly the opposite ot the truth. 

Genl. John A. Logan, afterwards a Majcr-General in the Federal Army, 
a United States Senator, and a candidate for the Vice-Presidency on the 
Republican ticket, in a speech delivered in the House of Representatives, on 
the 5 th of February, 1861, uses this language: 

" The Abolitionists of the North have constantly warred upon South- 
ern institutions, by incessant abuse from the pulpit, from the press, on the 
stump, and in the halls of Congress, denouncing them as a sin against God 
and man . . . By these denunciations and lawless acts on the part of 
Abolition fanatics such results have been produced as to drive the people of 
the Southern States to a sleepless vigilance for the protection of their 
property and the preservation of their rights," 

The Albany Argus of November 10th, 1860, said: 

*' We sympathize with, and justify the South as far as this; their rights 
have been invaded to the extreme limit possible within the forms of the 
Constitution; and beyond this limit ; their feelings have been insulted, and 
their interests and honor assailed by almost every possible form of denun- 
ciation and invective; and if we deemed it certain that the real animus of 
the Republican party coulcl be carried into the administration of the Fed- 
eral Government, and become the permanent policy of the nation, we 
should think that all the instincts of self-preservation and of manhood, 
rightly impelled them to resort to revolution and a separation from the 
Union, and we would applaud them, and wish them God-speed in the 
adoption of such a remedy." 

The Rochester Union, two or three days later, said : 

*' Restricting our remarks to actual violations of the Constitution, the 
North has led the way, and for a long period have been the sole offenders 
or aggressors. 11 . . . " Owing to their peculiar circumstances, the South- 
ern States cannot retaliate upon the North without taking ground ior 
secession.'*

If these acts were not nullification, what were they ? 
LINCOLN QUOTED AS PROOF. 

We propose to introduce as our last piece of evidence that, which it 
seems to us. should satisfy the mind of the most critical and exacting and 
which establishes, beyond all future cavil, which side was the aggressor in 
bringing on this conflict We propose now to introduce Mr. Lincoln him- 
self lu the latest life of this remarkable man, written by Ida M Tarbell 
and published by Doubleday & McClure Co. in 1900, she introduces a 
statement made to her by the late Joseph Med ill, editor of the Chicago Tri- 
wft°ii7 hat took P lace between Mr. Lincoln and a Committee ot which 
he (Medill) was a member, sent from Chicago to Washington, to intercede 
with the authorities there to be relieved from sending more troops from 
Cook county as was required by the new draft just then ordered, and 
which, as we know produced riots in several parts of the North. The 
author makes Medill tell how his Committee first applied for relief to Mr 
Stanton, and was refused, how they then went to Mr. Lincoln, who went 
with them to see Stanton again, and there listened to the reasons assigned 
pro and con for a change of the draft. He then says: 

"I shall never forget how he f Lincoln) suddenly lifted his head and 
turned on us a black and frowning face: 

'"Gentlemen ' he said, in a voice full of bitterness, ' After Boston, Chi- 
cago has been the chief instrument in bringing this war on the country 
The Northwest has opposed the South, ttS New England has opposed the 
South. It isyouwhoare largely rcsponstblefor making blood flowasit has. 
You called for war until we had it. You called for emancipation, and I 
have given it to you. Whatever you have asked, you have had. Now you 
come here begging to be let off. You ought to be ashamed of yourselves 

I nan* V ff t0 , M Xpect better thin £ s of - vou - Go home and raise your 
6,000 extra men. 

And Medill adds that he was completely silenced by the truth of Lin- 
coln s accusation, and that they went home and raised the 6 000 addi- 
tional troops. We could multiply testimony of this kind almost indefi- 
nitely; but surely we have introduced enough not onlv to prove that the 
statement made by Mr. Phillips is utterly without foundamon, but to show 
lurtner, by the testimony of our quondam enemies themselves, that they 
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were the BggrCMMors from every point of view, and that the South only 
resisted when, OS the New York Express said of it at the time, it had, "in 
self-preservation, been driven to the wall, and forced to proclaim its 
independence." 

VIRGINIA'S EFFORTS FOR PEACE. 

We can only briefly allude to the noble efforts made by Virginia, through 
the "Peace Congress," to avert the conflict, and how these efforts were 
rejected almost with contempt by the North". Mr. Lunt, speaking of this 
noble action on the part of the ""Mother of Presidents," as he calls Vir- 
ginia, says: 

"It was like a firebrand suddenly presented at the portals of the 
Republican Magazine, and the whole energy of the radicals was at once 
enlisted to make it of no effect." 

Several of the Northern States sent no Commissioners to this Congress 
at all; others, like Massachusetts, only sent them at the last moment, and 
then sent only such as were known to be opposed to any compromise 
or conciliation. 

The following letter of Senator Chandler, of Michigan, indicates too 
clearly the feelings of the Republican party at that time to require com- 
ment.' It is dated February Ilth, 1861. a week after the Congress 
assembled, and addressed to the Governor of his State. He says : 

"Governor Bingham (the other Senator from Michigan) and myself 
telegraphed to you on Saturday, at the request of Massachusetts and New- 
York, to send delegates to the Peace Compromise Congress. They admit 
that we were right and they were wrong, that no Republican State should 
have sent delegates ; but they are here and can't get away. Ohio, Indiana 
and Rhode Island arc caving in, and there is some danger of Illinois; and 
now they beg us, for God's sake to come to their rescue and save the 
Republican party from rupture. I hope you will send stiff-backed men or 
none. The whole thing was gotten up against my judgment and advice, 
and will end in thjn smoke. Still I hope, as a matter of courtesy to some 
of our erring brethren, that you will send the delegates. 
" Truly your friend, 

"Z. Chandler." 
" His Bxcellcncv, Austin Blair.'" 

" P. S. — Some of the Manufacturing States think that a fight would be 
awful. Without a little blood-letting this Union will not, in my estimation, 
be worth a curse." 

Mr. Lunt says: 

" If this truly eloquent and statesmanlike epistle does not express the 
views of the Republican managers at the time, it does at least indicate 
with sufficient clearness their relations towards the ' Peace Conference ' 
and the determined purpose of the radicals to have ' a fight.* and it further- 
more ioreshadows the actual direction given to future events." 

HELD OUT TO THE LAST. 

But I cannot protract this discussion further. Suffice it to say, that 
Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee and Arkansas did not secede, until Mr. 
Lincoln had actually declared war against the seven Cotton and Gulf 
States, then forming the Southern Confederacy, and called on these four *V 
States to furnish their quota ot the seventy-five thousand troops called for jL 
by him to coerce these States. This act, o'n Mr. Lincoln's part, was with- 
out any real authority of law, and nothing short of the most flagrant 
usurpation, Congress alone having the power to declare war under the 
Constitution. He refused to convene Congress to consider the grave issues 
then confronting the country. But when it did assemble, on the 4th of

of the principles for which we fought, to vindicate the justice of our cause, 
and to do this, we have to appeal only to the bar of truth and of justice. 

THE TRUTH WILL LIVE. 

We know the Muse of History may be t and often is, startled from her 
propriety for a time; but she will soon regain her equipoise. Ourtatecnemy 
has unwittingly furnished the, great reservoir from which the truth can be 
drawn, not only in what they have said about us and our cause, both 
before and si sice the war ; but in the more than one hundred volumes of the 
official records published under the authority of Congress, We are content 
to await, " with calm confidence. 1 ' the results of the appeal to these sources. 

We have, as already stated, in this report, attempted to vindicate our 
cause, by referring to testimony (urnished almost entirely from the speeches 
and writings of our adversaries, both before and since the "war. We believe 
we have succeeded in doing' this. Nay, the judgment, both of the justice of 
our cause, and the conduct of the war, on our part, has been written lor us, 
and that too by the hand of a Massachusetts man. He says ot us : 

" Such exalted character and achievement are not all in vain. Though 
the Confederacy fell as an actual physical power, she lives illustrated by 
them, eternally in her just cause — the cause ot Constitutional liberty." 

Then, in the language of Virginia's Laureate again, we say: 

"Then stand up. oh my countrymen, 

And unto God give thanks 
On mountains and on hillsides 

And by sloping^ river banks, 
Thank God, that you were worthy 

Of the grand Confederate ranks." 

Since your last year's Report was mainly directed to the vindication of 
our people from the false charge that we went to war to perpetuate 
slavery, we have thought we could render no more valuable service in this 
Report, than to show — (1) That we were right on the real question 
involved in the contest; and (2) That notwithstanding this, and the 
further fact, that the South liad never violated the Constitution, whilst the 
North had confessedly repeatedly clone so ; nay, that fourteen of the sixteen 
Free States had not only nullified, but had defied acts of Congress passed in 
pursuance of the Constitution, and the decisions of the Supreme Court sus- 
taining those acts, and that the North, find not the South, had brought on 
the war. We believe we have established these propositions by evidence 
furnished by our late adversaries ; and the hist, by that of Mr, Lincoln him- 
self. On this testimony, we think we can afford to rest our case. And we 
believe that the evidence furnished in our last Report, and in this, will 
establish the justice, both of our cause and of the conduct of our people in 
reference to the war. 



HISTORIES IN OUR SCHOOLS. 



The several histories, used in schools, were so fully discussed in our last 
Report, that we deem it unnecessary to add anything further on that sub- 
ject. We are gratified to be able to report, that the two works, adversely 
criticised in our last Report, vix.; Fiske's and Cooper, Estill & Lemon's 
Histories, respectively, have found but little favor with the School Boards 
ot our State. This is shown by the fact, that out of the 118 counties and 
corporations in the State but one has adopted Fiskc's, and Chat one has 
purchased a supply of Jones' History, to be used by the pupils in studying 
the history pertaining to the war.

II all that is meant by the first of these 
expressions is, LhaL the speaker means to say. " He is glad that the' Union 
of our Fathers ' is preserved," then we can unite with him in rejoicing at 
this, if this is the " Union of our Fathers," as to which we have the gravest 
doubts. Hut hethis as it may ; we havenever believed that the subjugation 
of the South, or the success of the North, was either necessary, or the best 
way to preserve and perpetuate the " Union of our Fathers." 

On the secession of Mississippi, her Convention sent a Commissioner 
from that State to Maryland, who, at that time, it may be sure, expressed 
the real objects sought to be obtained by secession by the great body of the 
Southern people. He said : 

" Secession is not intended to break up the present Government, but to 
perpetuate it. We do not propose to go out by way of destroying the 
Union, as our fathers gave it to us, but we go out for the purpose of getting 
further guarantees and security for our rights," &c. 

MIGHT HAVE REEN BETTER. 

And so we believe, that with the success of the South, the 'Union of 
our Fathers", which the South was the principal factor in forming, and to 
which she was far more attached than the North, would have been restored 
and re-established ; that in this Union the South w< mid have been again the 
dominant people, the controlling power, and that its administration of the 
Government in that Union, would have been along constitutional and just 
lines, and not through Military Districts, attempted Confiscations, Force 
Bills, and other oppressive and illegal methods, such as characterized the 
conduct of the North for four years after the war, in its alleged restoration 
of a Union which it denied had ever been dissolved. 

As to the abolition of slavery : Whilst we know of no one in the South 
who does not rejoice, that this has been accomplished, we know of no one, 
anywhere, so lost to every sense of right and justice, as not to condemn 
the iniquitous way in which this was done. But we feel confident that no 
matter how the war had ended, it would have resulted in the freedom of 
the slave, and as surely with the success of the South as with that of the 
North, although perhaps not so promptly. 

We are warranted in this conclusion, from several considerations— (1) 
It was conclusively shown in our last Report, that we did not fight lor the 
continuation of slavery, and that a large majority of our soldiers were 
non-slaveholders; (2) That our great leader. General Lee, had freed his 
slaves before the war, whilst General Grant held on to his until they were 
freed by the Emancipation Proclamation; and (3) Whilst Mr. Lincoln 
issued that proclamation, he said in his first inaugural : 

" I have no purpose, directly or indirectly, to interfere with thc institu- 
tion of slavery in the States where it exists. I believe I have no lawful 
right to do so, and I have no inclination to do so.'* 

EMANCIPATION OF SLAVES. 

With the success of the South, we believe emancipation would have fol- 
lowed by some method of compensation for the property rights in slaves, 
just as the North had received compensation for the same property, when 
held by it. Certainly it would not have been accomplished by putting the 
whites under thc heel of the blacks, as was attempted by the North. In 
the contest between Lincoln and McCleUan, in 1864, the people of the 
North were nearly equally divided on the issues involved in the war, Lin- 
coln having received 2,200,000 votes in that contest, whilst McClellau .■< 
received 1.800,000 (in round numbers). We know too, that Lincoln was 
not only a "minority" President, hut a big "minority" President, his 
opponents having received a million more votes in 1860 than he received. 
So that, with a divided North, and a united South, on the princeples for 
which we contended, if the South had been successful in the war, her people 
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sacred and glorious past, will prevent a repetition of tit ovijJcssion^nf

Whereas, The ladies of the Hollywood Memorial Association are making a 
careful investigation of the condition of the Confederate cemeteries throughout 
the State, with the view of appealing to the General Assembly for aid in 
properly caring for the graves of our dead comrades, many of which are sadly 
neglected; and, 

Whereas, We recognize, that the burden of caring for these graves in the 
future is now too heavy to be borne by our devoted women, and should properly 
fall on the State for which these brave men freely gave their lives; therefore, 
be it 

Resolved by the Grand Camp of Confederate Veterans of Virginia, That we 
heartily endorse the movement of the ladies of the Hollywood Memorial Asso- 
ciation, and unite with them in asking the General Assembly of Virginia to 
make an appropriation for the purposes indicated. 

Secondly, That the members of this body hereby pledge themselves to use 
their best efforts with their several representatives to secure the passage of a bill 
making an appropriation for the foregoing purpose. 

The resolutions were adopted. 

The following resolution, looking to providing a special 
burial service, was presented by Comrade W. T. Meade: 

Resolved, That this Grand Camp instruct their Chaplain lo prepare a suitable 
burial service for our veterans, and that the same, with the approval of the 
Grand Commander, be printed and distributed to the subordinate Camps to be 

used. 

Comrade Brown moved that the resolution be laid upon the 
table. 

This motion was defeated. 

The resolution was then adopted. 

Comrade Gervas Storrs presented the following resolution in 
regard to memorial services:

WiiiutKAH, It is proper that this organization should lend its moral and 
material aid to the consummation of this splendid task; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this Grand Camp, heartily endorsing the movement, earnestly 
recommends to each Camp in the State the importance of co-operating with the 
Executive Committee of the Veteran Cavalry Association; that we urge upon 
each one to make a special contribution, and appeal to them to interest their 
respective communities in the work, so that it may be consummated through the 
united efforts of the Virginia people within the shortest possible time. 

The resolution was adopted. 

The following appeal from the managers of the Confederate 
Home for Keedy Wowen was read by Judge Christian : 

For the Grand Camp —Report from the Women's Confederate Home. Richmund. 

The Home for Needy Confederate Woman was begun (or the movement 
rather) in March, 1897, in which a bazaar was held for the purpose of starting a 
fund looking to the foundation of such a Home. At the said bazaar we realized 
(over and above expenses) $1,000 to which has been added $50u more, as the 
result of another bazaar held this past March. 

We have securer! a charter from the State, written by Judge Geo. L. Christian 
in 1897, which exempts us from "county, municipal, and city and State taxes." * 

The funds resulting from the above-mentioned bazaars are deposited in the 
Metropolitan Bank of Richmond. We also received from the last Legislature 
$1 000, "to be used in the purchase of a Home." We have bought a house and 
made the first payment with the $1,000 given us by the State. 

We will open our Home the fifteenth of this month, and will be glad of the 
sympathy and assistance of the Grand Camp in carrying out our enterprise. 
We have but little to start with, but believing this to be the work of our 
Heavenly Father, and that He 'considers th« poor." and knowing the sympa- 
thetic hearts that beat under the '"Jackets of Gray" that are with us in this 
movement, we feel emboldened to proceed. We have had many trials and diffi- 
culties to surmount in the last four years, but we are bravely pushing forward, 
with the widow of Gen. Geo. E. Pickett at the head of the charge. "Homeless 
Confederate women r are writing for admission from all over the State of Vir- 
ginia, and several from North Carolina, but we cannot admit them all, although 
our hearts would prompt us so to do, for our means are limited. 

We are In need of money, provisions, etc., and while (as some Camps have 
written us) they are not in a financial condition to contribute money, they can 
give us farm produce, etc. From the Eastern Shore comes the offer of fish 
(packed, from the factories) and oysters. The applications from our needy 
sisters are most touching, anil come, with the certificates of surviving generals, 
captains, and officers of the companies and regiments to which these soldiers *^ 
belong, and also from notary-publics with the seal of Virginia affixed thereto. .< 
We leave onr case in your hands, feeling assured that you will feel as we do in 
this matter, and take such action as you feel will be of most benefit to us. We 
wish it known that this Home is a " memorial to the Women of the Confederacy." 
It ib their first appeal. We also propose to perpetuate it as a college, training 
school, or whatever in the future may suggest itself aa being the most practical 
4 
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manner in which the most good can be done, as a monument to the « Women of 
tlie Confederacy." 

The following resolution, in connection with the appeal, was 
offered by Judge Christian : 

Whereas The ladies of Richmond have obtained a charter, and are about to 

establish a Home for Needy Confederate Women, in that city; therefore, be it 

^7 First ' That we S Ive to this movement our cordial endorsement and 
approval. 

Second, That we recommend to the Camps throughout the State to co-operate 
in this movement, and to render thereto such material aid a« they are able 
respectively, to render. ' 

Capt. Stratton moved to refer the matter to the Grand Com- 
mander and three Lieutenant Grand Commanders, with power 
to act. 

Col. Smoot moved to lay the matter on the table. 

This motion was lost on a division by a vote of twenty-eMit 
to twenty-six. 

Capt Stratton's motion was then adopted.

Asylum, at 9:30 A. M., and in the Convention Hall at 11 A. 
M., to-morrow. 



Friday, October 12, 1900, 9:30 o'clock A. M. 
The Grand Camp assembled this morning at the school for 
the Deaf and the Blind, in response to the invitation extended 
by Superintendent W, A. Bowles, to witness an exhibition of 
the mode of teaching the unfortunate children. The entertain- 
ment was greatly enjoyed by every one, especially the touching 
rendition of « Nearer My God to Thee," in the sign language, 
After the entertainment a photograph of the Grand Camp, in a 
body, was taken on the porch of the Institution. 

Morniwg Session, October 12, 1900, 11 o'clock 
The Grand Commander called the meeting to order. The 
meeting was opened by prayer by the Rev. J. P. Hyde, of Win- 
chester, Va. The Committee on the death of Past Grand Com- 
manders presented the following report and resolutions:

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By-Laws, Rules, and Regulations 

OF THE 

GRAND CAMP CONFEDERATE VETERANS, 

Department of Virginia. 



AETICLE I. 

Tate. 



The title of this association Is the Grand Camp Confederate Veterans, Depart- 
ment of .Virginia. 

ARTICLE II. 

Object, 

The object of the Grand Camp is 10 assist all worthy Confederate veterans 
who are indigent and in distress; to aid and encourage the formation of Confed- 
erate Veteran Camps as the means thereto, and to unite all such Camps in the 
Department of Virginia in this association. 

ARTICLE III, 

Membership, 

Section "I. The Grand Commander, all Past-Grand Commanders, all Past 
Commanders and Commanders of existing Camps, in the Department of Virginia, 
shall be entitled to membership in the Grand Camp, by virtue of their several 
offices, And each Camp in the Department shall be entitled to representation in 
the meetings of the Grand Camp, by election of delegates thereto from its mem- 
bers, in the ratio of one delegate for every twenty-five members, or fractions 
thereof exceeding fourteen. In the absence of any Commander of a Camp, the 
senior officer of such Camp may attend in his place, and each member and dele- 
gate shall be entitled to one vote- 

Sec. 2- Elections for delegates to the Grand Camp shall take place annually 
at a regular or called meeting of each Camp, at such tirne preceding the annual 
meeting of the Grand Camp as the subordinate Camp may appoint; and such 
elections shall be duly certified to the Adjutant-General of the Grand Camp. 

AETICLE IV. 

Meeii7igs, 

SEGTtON 1, The annual meeting of the Grand Camp shall beheld at such 
place as may be directed by the Grand Camp, and at such time as may be ordered 
by the Grand Commander. 

Sec* 2. Special meetings may be convened by order of the Grand Commander, 
or at the request of a majority of the Camps composing the Grand Camp. 
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ARTICLE V, 

Officers. 

Section I. The officers of the Grand Camp shall be a Grand Commander, 
tirst-Lteutenant Grand Commander, Second-Lieutenant Grand Commander, 
Third-Lieutenant Grand Commander, an Adjutant-General, Inspector-General, 
Quartennaater-General Surgeon -General, and Chaplain-General, all of whom, 
except the Adjutant-General, shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting of 
the Grand Camp. The Adjutant-General shall be appointed by the Grand 
Commander, 

Sec. 2. The Staff of the Grand Commander shall consist of the Adjutant- 
General and two Aides-de-Camp. the Inspector-General, Quartermaster-General, 
burgeon-General, and Chaplain General, none of whom shall have a vote in the 
Grand Camp, by virtue of their positions merely as staff" officers. 

Sec. 8 The Adjutant-General and two Aides-de Camp, appointed by the 
Grand Commander, shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the Grand 
Commander. All other officers elected by the Gratid Camp shall enter on their 
duties upon the adjournment of the meeting at which they are elected, and hold 
office until the next annual meeting of the Grand Camp, and until their successors 
are duly elected and quulified. 

Sec. 4. Only all members of the Grand Camp, or of any of the Camps com- 
posing it 7 shall be eligible to any office or committee in the Grand Camp, 



ARTICLE VI. 

Duties of Officers, 

Section 1. The Grand Commander shall preside at the meetings of the 
Grand Cam p. He shall decide al] questions coming before him pertaining to 
the Grand Camp during the intervals between its meetings, subject to appeal to 
the Grand Camp, or to the Advisory Council hereinafter provided. He shall 
approve all requisitions properly drawn on the Quartermaster-General, and shall 
study the interest of the Department generally with a view to advancing the 
objects fur which the Camps are confederated. He shall take command on all 
public occasions where the Camps of this Department are assembled, and shall 
make report to the Grand Camp at each annual meeting. In his absence, or in 
case a vacancy shall occur in the office of Grand Commander, the duties of his 
office shall devolve Muccessively upon the Lieutenant Grand Commanders in the 
order of their rank. 

Sec- 2. The Adjutant-General shall keep the minutes of the Grand Camp 
and a record of all its transactions. He shall draw all orders on the Quarter- 
master-General authorized by the Grand Camp, keep a file of all official papers, 
make out once each year a return of the Camps, and perform such other duties as 
may be necessary pertaining to his office, under Department orders. 




be required by the Grand Commander 

Sec. i. The Quartermaster-General shall have custody of all funds and pro- 
perty of the Grand Camp, and pay all duly-authorized orders drawn on him by 
the Adjutant-General, countersigned by the Grand Commander. He shall collect 
all dues and assessments for the Grand Camp, shall keep a record and account of 
his transactions, and annually make report thereof to the Grand Commander, to 
be laid before the Grand Camp. 

Sec. 5. All other officers of the Grand Camp shall perform the usual duties 
of their several offices, and such other duties as may be required of them by the 
Grand Commander. 

Sec. 6. All disbursing officers shall give bond, with sufficient surety, in such 
sums as may be required by the Grand Camp. 
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ARTICLE VII. 
Advisory Council. 

SECTION 1, There shall be an Advisory Council, composed of the Grand 
Commander and the Commanders of the several Camps, which shall meet subject 
to call of the Grand Commander, whenever in his judgment business of sufficient 
importance may justify its convening. Nine members shall be a quorum to 
transact business. The Grand Commander shall preside at meetings of the 
Advisory Council, or in his absence the next senior officer then in command of 
the Grand Camp. 

.Sec. 2. The Advisory Council shall act for the Grand Camp in the interval 
between annual sessions. When called together, any Commander of a Camp, 
being unable to attend, may be represented in the meeting by the next ranking 
officer of his Camp. 

Sec. 3. The Advisory Council, whenever assembled, shall have power to hear 
and determine any question touching the reputation, discipline and good order of 
the Grand Camp, and for the purpose may organize a Court- Martial from among 
its members, to try any officer or member of the Grand Camp upon charges and 
specifications duly preferred for a violation of the good order and discipline of 
the same, and may for such cause remove from office or dismiss such persons 
from membership in the Grand Camp, 



ARTICLE VHI, 

Assessments, 



Section 1. Each of the Camps composing the Grand Camp shall be 
and pay ten cents per member annually, to defray the expenses of the Grand 
Camp; and no camp shall be entitled to representation at any meeting of the 
Grand Camp unless Us assessment has been paid to the Quartermaster-General or 
other proper officer prior to or at said meeting. 

Sec. 2. When any Camp shall be in arrears of dues for two years, the 
Quartermaster-General shall notify said Camp, sending a copy of this article, and 
if the dues of said Camp be not paid at or before the next meeting of the Grand 
Camp, the Quartermaster-General shall report such Gamp, and the Camp shall be 
dropped from the roster. Any Camp so dropped may be reinstated upon 
application to the Grand Camp in session, or to the Grand Commander in the 
interval between sessions, upon payment of last assessment. 



ARTICLE IX. 

Seal and Badge. 

Section 1. The (treat Seal of the Confederate States of America is adopted 
as the corporate Real of the Grand Camp. 

Sec. 2- The Badge of the Grand Camp shall be the Virginia and Confederate 
Battle- Flags, with standards crossed, as now used. 



ARTICLE X. 

Headquarters. 

The headquarters of the Department shall he at the place of residence of the 
Grand Commander. 

ARTICLE XL 
Agreement and Withdrawals. 

Section 1. Alt the Camps composing this confederation agree to be bound by 
the acts of the Grand Camp in all matters pertaining to the Grand Camp. 

Sec. 2. Any Camp shall have the right 10 withdraw from the Grand Camp, 
whenever Its members in regular meeting shall so decide, live members thereof 
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having given written notices, at a previous meeting, of their intenLion to bring 
the question of withdrawal before their Camp, Reasonable notice of audi inten- 
tion shall also be given by snch Camp to the Grand Commander. Officers of the 
Grand Camp, m case of the withdrawal of tlieir Camps, will vacate their 

positions. 

ARTICLE XII. 

Order of Business. 

The following shall be the Order of Business in the meetings of the Grand 
Camp :
